1 Deranged’ 
killer 
fails 
to overturn 
conviction 



A SELF-confessed killer who stabbed his for¬ 
mer partner more than 20 times in a fren¬ 
zied knife attack at the home they shared in 
Harlow has failed in a bid to get his convic¬ 
tion for murder overturned. 

Ex-nightclub bouncer Mark Golds, 47, 
inflicted 22 stab wounds on mother-of-four 
Claire Parrish during the attack at Copshall 
Close in July 2012. 

At his trial last year it was revealed 37-year- 
old Ms Parrish also suffered injuries to her 
chest and internal bleeding after she was 
kicked and stamped on by Golds. 

The cause of her death was given as loss of 
blood. 

The jury at the trial held at Chelmsford 
Crown Court was told Golds and Ms Parrish 
started their relationship in 2009. It came to a 
violent end when Golds armed himself with a 
bread knife and and killed her after they had 
a bitter row at a barbecue. 

Prosecutor Andrew Jackson told the jury, “It 
was a violent, brutal, sustained and no doubt 
terrifying attack carried out in anger because 
earlier in the day she had told members of her 
family he had previously assaulted her.” 

During the trial the jury heard evidence 
that when police arrived at the scene they 
found Golds underneath Ms Parrish’s body in 
an attempt to make it seem as though she was 
the aggressor. He then stood up and let out a 
roar. 

Golds pleaded guilty to manslaughter but 
denied a charge of murder on the grounds of 
diminished responsibility. However, he was 
found guilty of murder and jailed for life with 
a recommendation that he serve a minimum 
term of 15 years before being considered for 
parole. 

Golds challenged the conviction for murder 
but on Friday three judges sitting in the 
Criminal Appeal Court in London upheld the

jury’s decision. His legal team had sought to 
have the murder conviction reduced to man¬ 
slaughter. 

The appeal court was told Golds had a his¬ 
tory of mental illness and his lawyers pointed 
out that the three medical experts who gave 
evidence during his trial - including one for 
the prosecution - were unanimous in their 
views that his responsibility for the killing 
was substantially reduced. 

It was said Golds was “extremely violent” 
when police arrived on the scene and was de¬ 
scribed as appearing deranged. He attempt¬ 
ed to bite officers and screamed at them: “She 
is evil. The demon’s gone, I’ve killed her. She 
had Satan in her eyes.” 

Lord Justice Elias, sitting with Mr Justice 
Sweeney and Mr Justice 
Green, accepted that the 
jury’s verdict apparently 
flew in the face of the 
medical evidence rela¬ 
ting to Golds’ person¬ 
ality disorder. 

However, they reject¬ 
ed arguments that the 
trial judge had 
misdirected 
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the jury on 
the issue of 
diminished 
responsibili¬ 
ty and dis¬ 
missed the 
appeal.

Academy’s success 
inspires Gove’s visit

SECRETARY of State for Education 
Michael Gove has said he will look 
into sixth form provision in Har¬ 
low during a visit to Burnt Mill 
Academy this week. 

Mr Gove was joined by town MP 
Robert Halfon for a tour of the 
school in First Avenue on Tuesday. 
He was shown round by head¬ 
teacher Helena Mills, head boy 
Daniel Boulton and head girl Sally 
Endean. 

He also held a meeting with stu¬ 
dents in Years 7-11 who discussed 
the achievements and successes of 
the school and then asked him 
questions about education. 

One pupil quizzed Mr Gove about 
the lack of sixth form provision in 
the town and asked if he would be 
able to look into it. “At the moment 
the moment we have to travel to 
Hertfordshire, Cambridge and be¬ 
yond to go to sixth form if we do 
not choose to go to St Mark’s or 
Harlow College,” he said. 

Mr Gove replied: “We will explore 
that. I think a school that wants to 
and is able to provide a sixth form 
should be able to explore that pos¬ 
sibility. I will talk to Robert [Halfon] 
and have a look at sixth form pro¬ 
vision in Harlow.” 

Mr Gove told the Star: “The rea¬ 
son I have come to Burnt Mill is 
because I want to learn what marks 
this school as a success. I think 
that is one of the reasons why 
Robert was so anxious for me to 
come. 

“People here - students and staff 
- are proud of their school.” 

When asked about the changes to 
GCSE and A-levels. Mr Gove said: 
“We all know that young people 
are smarter than ever and we need 
qualifications that enforce that 
they get the sorts of jobs they want 
in a competitive global market.” 

Burnt Mill Academy celebrated 
the highest GCSE results in the 
town last year with 76 per cent of 
students achieving five or more 
A*-C grade GCSEs including Eng¬ 
lish and Maths.

Mr Halfon said: “It is a very proud 
moment for Harlow to have 
Michael Gove here to visit Burnt 
Mill School that has transformed 
its results from 25 per cent to 76 
per cent in just a few years. 

“We have met some incredible 
students and to have the secretary 
of state come here to see one of the 
top schools is a really good day for 
Harlow.” 

Headteacher Helena Mills, who 
took over the school in 2009 and 
spoke of her confidence for this 
year’s GCSE results, added: “I 
know Michael Gove would only 
visit an outstanding school and it 
is recognition of what we know 
already. It is great to have him 
here. 

“I think the children are very 
proud of their school, a lot of stu¬ 
dents know they are in an out¬ 
standing school, and they love 
showing their school off especially 
to someone who is important and 
famous like Mr Gove.”

Massive increase in town’s 
population is unsustainable 

SIR I would like to take this opportunity to 
respond to the recent article about Harlow 
Council’s consultation on the upcoming 
Harlow plan in which a representative of 
the council stated that “no future housing 
is not an option’’. 

On behalf of Sumners Residents’ 
Association I have contacted the planning 
department to seek details in relation to 
the plan. The person I spoke to stated that 
Harlow is looking to build between 8,860 
and 15,000 dwellings in the next 17 years. 

If one adds the fact that East Herts has 
withdrawn it opposition to the Harlow 
North/Gilston Park development, 
approximately two miles from the Harlow 
boundary which entails a revised 
downward amount of 10,000 houses and 
Harlow Labour Party’s revised position on 
the development of land to the south of 
Harlow (West Sumners and Priors Farm 
developments), there is the spectre of an 
additional 29,000 extra dwellings within or 
on the immediate borders of Harlow. 

The town’s present population is 
approximately 80,000 persons. If we 
extrapolate that two peoples will live in 
each of the 29,000 dwellings, that will add 
58,000 people to the population of Harlow 
over the next 17 years. 

Whilst I understand the position about no 
further housing in the town not being an 
option, is the council honestly stating that 
a more than 50 per cent rise in the 
population of Harlow and its immediate 
area is a sustainable option? 

At present we have a rush hour in the 
evening that lasts three hours. Try to make 
an appointment with your local GP. Just 
how long are the waiting lists at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital? Are we seriously 
saying that adding 50 per cent to the 
population to the already overstretched 
infrastructure is a feasible option? 

Before you put 50 per cent additional 
population in and around Harlow, put the 
infrastructure in place before rather than 
after you create utter chaos.

Growing frustration at state 
of our roads and pavements 

SIR Along with I would imagine nearly 
every resident in Harlow, I find my 
frustration with Essex County Council 
increasing daily with their inability to 
carry out their statutory obligation to 
maintain the roads and footpaths in this 
town in a reasonably safe condition. 

We have renamed Tawneys Road by Bush 
Fair the Grand Canyon due to the 
extensive pothole that now extends across 
the whole of the road. 

I have tried reporting potholes to Essex 
County Council via their website but have 


never actually seen any results from my 
efforts. There is obviously money in the 
county to carry out roadworks as 
witnessed by the recent works on the A414 
to install a layby specifically for 
maintenance of the speed camera and also 
extensive resurfacing of roads in 
Chelmsford City Centre prior to a visit by 
the Queen. 

The only success I have ever had is to 
report a pothole through a website called 
www.fillthathole.org run by an 
organisation called CTC that primarily 
looks after the interests of cyclists. There is 
all sorts of information on this site. You 
can find out how good your highway 
authority is at repairing reported defects 
and what defects have been reported in 
your area. 

If you haven’t done so why not report your 
favourite pothole now, as the more we 
report the more chance we have of getting 
something done about it.

Four-year fight to get school 
crossing was a team effort 

SIR, In response to the letter from Cllr 
Russell Perrin (Star, April 24), I agree with 
him wholeheartedly in commending 
Robert Halfon for his persistence in 
ensuring a zebra crossing (not a pelican 
crossing as he stated) was necessary 
outside of Milwards School. 

However, I can assure him this decision 
was not made overnight by a few 
councillors. The original traffic calming 
measures were removed from outside of 


the school in 2010. 

I and other concerned parties have four 
years’ worth of correspondence from the 
time it was removed addressed to Harlow 
Council and Essex County Council as well 
as individual councillors. 

The solution of a zebra crossing was 
actually proposed in 2011 by the safety 
officer from the highways authority who 
attended a meeting initiated by the 
highways department and who has been 
instrumental in helping everything come 
together. 

Giving credit to one local councillor is 
inappropriate when it has taken a whole 
team of people to put right the mistake the 
council made in the first instance.

SIR, I am glad Cllr Russell Perrin is pleased 
about the completion of the road crossing 
at Milwards School. I think, in part, the 
completion was also due to some input 
from local residents - myself included. 

The work actually started back in 
February and then came to a halt without 
working lights or paint stripes on the road. 
Following conversations with the 
highways department, I was told that it 
could not be finished without the lights 
being connected. 

I was concerned that the crossing looked 
finished but was not fully operational and 
wondered if it was possible to put up a sign 
to warn pedestrians that it was not yet 
working, but this did not happen. In fact, 
it did cause confusion when both my 
husband and I witnessed separate 
incidents where people used the crossing, 
causing cars to break suddenly. 

However, following an e-mail to UK 
Power Networks, the lights were eventually 
connected and we awaited the painting of 
the stripes. Interestingly, this occurred 
after the school had broken up for the 
Easter holidays! 

The crossing is now complete, so well 
done everyone.

TWO kind-hearted schoiolfriends 
from Harlow have been helping to 
raise money for a classmate suffer¬ 
ing from cancer. 

Hare Street Primary pupils Lily 
Crafton and Megan Humphries, 
both 10, raised £53 by running a 
lemonade stall in Upper Stoneyfield 
over the bank holiday weekend. 

Megan, who lives with her mum 
Donna and dad Alan, brother Ben, 
13, and Isabelle, eight, came up with 
the idea with her friend Lily. 

The pair had run successful stalls 
outside their homes in the past. 

Donna explained: “The school had 
chosen a few children to fundraise 
but they hadn’t been chosen. She 
came home really disappointed that 
she wasn’t picked. 

“Instead of just accepting it, she 
decided to do it herself. They round¬ 
ed up all the kids in the area and put 



up a stall outside. 

“They persuaded parents to make 
cakes and part with their bottles of 
lemonade and they even melted 
down their easter eggs to make cakes 
and kids donated their toys. 

“Everyone wanted to help and peo¬ 
ple were really generous. 


“It was all their idea. They came up 
with it and got to work. They had so 
much enthusiam and gave it 100 per 
cent.” 

The school has organised various 
activities including selling wrist¬ 
bands to raise money for London’s 
Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
where the girl’s classmate is being 
treated. 

Donna added: “I’m very proud. She 
felt quite sad about it [her classmate] 
but they didn’t just give up. They 
knocked on doors begging people to 
come to their stall and managed to 
raise £53. 

“It’s a huge achievement seeing as 
they are only 10 years old and great 
that they felt so strongly about the 
cause.” 

Hare Street Primary School head¬ 
teacher Tim Voss praised the girls for 
fundraising outside of the school. 

He said: “Getting involved in fund¬ 
raising is fabulous. I’m very proud 
that they have done this.” 


Timber! Students help council look after woodland 

STUDENTS studying arboriculture 
and countryside management have 
been carrying out a range of tree 
works at Latton Woods as part of their 
training. 

The students from Capel Manor 
College have been helping Harlow 
Council look after the woodland since 
September 2013. The group’s work has 
included widening rides to improve 
biodiversity, felling conifer trees to 
open up glades, clearing up trees 
damaged by last year’s storms and 
carrying out works to specific trees of 
high amenity value.

ONE of Harlow's longest running annual

£750,000 target which is quite extraordinary. 

“The weekend went really well. We’re very 
pleased with the turnout and the amount 
that has been pledged for various charities.”

THE family of a six-year- 
old girl with Spinal 
Muscular Atrophy will be 
cycling from Blackpool to 
Harlow to help to buy her 
a new wheelchair. 

Mum Tanya White, 41, of 
Broadfield, Harlow, 
started the Riding for Rae 
challenge in order to raise 
the £2,000 needed to buy 
the wheelchair for her 
daughter, Rae. 

The youngster has type 2 
SMA, a genetic muscle 
wasting disorder which 
affects cells so that 
muscles cannot be used.

Tanya, who has mapped 
out the route the riders 
will take herself, said: “We 
are doing it entirely on our 
own. We’ve been training 
hard and we’re hoping to 
raise anything between 
£1,500 to £2,100 to go 
towards a new wheelchair 
for Rae. 

“She has an electric 
wheelchair but cannot use 
it in school because it is 
too big and is not suitable 
for her needs. 

“The new wheelchair 
will be more suitable for 
her personal care and she 
will be able to use it in 
school and in the 
classroom, which is 
important.” 

Tanya added: “We’re all 


looking forward to it; I’m 
really excited and nervous 
at the same time. None of 
us have ever been cyclists 
so it’s a huge challenge 
but hopefully we can raise 
as much as possible for 
the new wheelchair.”

Video offers a

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New campaign 
to reduce toll of 
biker accidents 

A NEW campaign to reduce 
the number of motorcyclists 
killed and injured on the 
county’s roads was launched 
at the weekend. 

Latest figures show that 
while bikers make up just one 
per cent of road users, they 
are involved in 26 per cent of 
accidents resulting in death or 
serious injury. 

The Essex Casualty 
Reduction Board - which 
includes Essex County 
Council, Essex Fire and 
Rescue Service and Essex 
Police - has timed the launch 
of its campaign to coincide 
with the beginning of the 
motorcycling season when 
more riders take to the roads. 

Throughout the campaign, 
other road users will be urged 
to increase their awareness of 
motorcyclists on the road, 
while bikers will be 
encouraged to consider 
additional training to improve 
their safely, skills and 
experience on the road. 

Cllr Rodney Bass, Essex 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for highways and 
transportation said: 
“Motorcyclists are 
substantially more at risk of 
being killed or seriously 
injured in collisions. They are 
a minority of road users yet 
are the majority in fatalities 
and serious injuries. 

“I hope this fresh campaign 
encourages motorcyclists and 
other road users to drive 
safely and make responsible 
choices on the road.” 

The mascot for the 
campaign, which was 
launched at North Weald 
Airfield on Sunday, is a 
6ft-high character called 
Hugger. 

The campaign will appear 
on boards along some of 
the busiest motorcycle 
routes in the 
county.

Telephone con victim 
loses her life savings 


TWO more elderly victims of a tele¬ 
phone scam in which targets are 
tricked into handing over money by 
fraudsters posing as police officers 
have spoken of their anger and distress. 

One of the women, both of whom 
live in Essex, lost her life savings while 
the other was about to hand over 
£5,000 until a suspicious taxi driver 
alerted police. 

So far the tricksters have netted more 
than £400,000 from 115 people in the 
county since the scam started back in 
lanuary last year. Police have received 
reports of calls being made to homes 
in Harlow, Epping and Sawbridge- 
worth. 

In nearly all cases the caller claims to 
be a detective from either the 
Metropolitan Police or Essex Police. 
They tell their victims their bank 
details had been obtained by thieves 
who are currently under arrest. 

To obtain evidence against the 
‘arrested suspects’ the tricksters ask 
their victims to withdraw large sums 
of cash from their bank or Post Office 
account so that the banknotes can be 
examined for fingerprints. Couriers 
are then sent to collect the money. 

Despite extensive publicity cam¬ 
paigns by police across Essex warning 
of the scam, elderly and vulnerable 
people are still falling victim to the 
fraudsters. 

One victim in her 80s, identified only 
as Mrs M, handed over her life savings 
of £14,000. She said: “All my money has 
been taken and I do not know what to 
do. I don’t know how I will pay my 
bills. 

“It was dreadful and was extremely 
upsetting. I am still not feeling well 
and not eating at all well.” 

Mrs M, who lives in Maldon, was 
called on April 29 but did not realise 
she had been tricked until two days 
later when she read a local newspaper 


Police advice on 
how to avoid the 
fraudsters’ scam 

Police or bank officials would 
never call you by telephone and ask 
for your full bank details or ask you 
to withdraw large sums of cash. 

If you think you have been a 
victim, call police from a different 
telephone number. The scam works 
by the victim thinking they have put 
the phone down to make another 
call to the bank, but the fraudsters 
are still on the line. 

If you don’t have another 
phone, use a neighbour’s or wait 
five minutes before dialling 101 or, 
if urgent, 999. 

Contact any elderly relatives 
and friends to warn them of the 
scam. 


report warning of tricksters operating 
in the area. 

“It was a terrible shock when I real¬ 
ised that I had been tricked in the 
same way,” she said. “At the time I had 
no idea that it was a fraud. 

“I think the people at the bank were 
suspicious when I went to take out the 
money and the cashier asked me to 
speak to the manager. They asked me 
if I was being coerced into taking out 
the money but at the time I did not 
think I was. 

“Everything seemed so genuine and I 
really thought that I was helping the 
police and the bank to investigate a 
fraud. It just seemed so real. I felt 
really angry that I was tricked. I am 


not senile, I’ve got all my marbles and 
I had not heard about this sort of 
fraud.” 

She added: “The criminals who are 
carrying out this sort of fraud are evil 
people. They are taking large sums of 
money from people and do not care 
about the hardships they might be 
causing.” 

A few days earlier the thieves target¬ 
ed another woman in her 80s who 
withdrew £5,000 from her savings 
account and put the notes in a package 
to be collected by a courier. However, a 
taxi driver assigned to the job became 
suspicious and police were called. 

“The police came round and said 
that the taxi firm had been suspicious 
after reading about the scam in the 
local paper,” said the woman, who 
lives in Westcliff. “That’s why they 
went to the police station. I was so 
grateful to them. 

“I was really shocked and shaken up 
and when my neighbour came in to be 
with me when the police were here she 
said I looked so ill that she was worried 
I wouldn’t survive the night! 

“I realise now that I was really stupid 
but at the time it all sounded so con¬ 
vincing. The caller seemed to know all 
about me and my bank savings 
account. I have no idea where he found 
out about me. 

“As the conversation went on he 
made me think that I was doing my 
duty as a good citizen to help the 
police and to be honest I really did 
think I was doing the right thing. But 
as the call went on I really felt like a 
zombie and felt as if this man had 
taken over my mind. It has been such a 
nightmare and I feel so stupid to have 
been tricked. 

“I am still very angry at being conned 
and feel so sorry for the people who 
have had large amounts of money 
taken in other parts of the county.”

National treasure? That’s our Razed Roof 


IMAGINE two actors with Downs 
Syndrome dressed in white fluffy head to 
toe onesies and holding polar bear heads 
on sticks. Your reaction? 

A patronising smile? A stifled giggle 
perhaps? You certainly wouldn't expect 
to be moved in a way that only truly great 
theatre can move you. But then that's 
the endearing beauty of a Razed Roof 
performance. 

The Harlow-based inclusive theatre 
company, under the artistic direction of 
the astonishingly talented Annette Lidster, 
have been creating their own unique 
brand of accessible theatre since 2004. 
Their latest production is, to put it simply, 
wonderful. 

The play is inspired by the tragic story of 
a birthday party that never happened due 
to the devastating floods along Britain's 
east coast in 1953. We follow the life of 
Charlie, a nine-year-old boy who loses his 
grandad on that fateful night and grows 
to be a cynical and embittered current 
day pensioner; a kind of Harry Enfield 
old man environmentalist raging against 
consumerism and ever increasing carbon

footprints. 

The script, deftly penned by Royal Court 
award-winning playwright Judith Johnson, 
switches from comedy to tragedy with 
effortless and unnerving ease. One scene 
featuring a row of pensioners in deckchairs 
eating fish and chips on Jaywick beach in 
late January is as funny as anything I've 
seen on a stage in recent years. 

It is, however, Annette's ability 
to combine both able-bodied and 
disabled performers in simple story 
telling technique that really sets this 
company apart. As the rain pours down 
she symbolises the growing threat to 
the Jaywick household with increasing 
numbers of bodies, of all shapes and sizes 
and ages, swathed in blue material and 
gently undulating like the relentless water. 

By the time two rescuers with torches 


finally appear we are with them every step 
(or wade) of the way as they search the 
flooded household. We learn of the death 
of Charlie's grandad with heavy hearts but 
breathe a genuine sigh of relief when his 
cat is rescued - a glove puppet on the arm 
of a disabled performer! 

When the old man's birthday cake 
appears and gently floats across the living 
room it is almost too poignant to bare. It is 
an extraordinary scene. 

I have seen the national productions of 
War Horse on more than one occasion 
and often noted how, despite the actual 
visual representation on stage, your 
post show memory is of an actual horse 
galloping around. My post show memory 
of Flood is of the actual bloodstained 
carcass of a once proud polar bear being 
gently pawed by his distraught mate. 

Flood is beautiful, powerful and striking. 
Flood is thought provoking. Flood is 
life affirming. Flood is, to put it simply, 
wonderful. 

If there is a local equivalent of a national 
treasure then Razed Roof are it.

Fending off 

badgers 


WALKING up my garden a few weeks 
ago, I discovered great clumps missing 
from my lawn, and that the resulting 
holes had been used as some sort of 
animal toilet. 

I live in a fairly rural area, and was 
soon told the likely culprits were 
badgers, territorial creatures which 
have no problem digging under fences 
to forage for food in my - and many 
other people's - prized grass. 

"They are the JCBs of the animal 
world, built for digging,'' says Jack 
Reevey, media adviser of the charity 
Badger Trust ( www.badger.org.uk ). 

"It's very difficult to deter them. If you 
try to fence them out, it would have to 
be a very strong chain link fence rather 
than chicken wire and you would have 
to dig it 2ft down because they can 
burrow under fences. The fence also 
needs to be higher than 3ft or they'll 
climb over it." 

Pungent scents such as Olbas oil 
or citronella can deter them, he 
notes, but such scents will have to 
be re-applied regularly because they 
evaporate or rain simply removes 
them. If you are fertilising flower 
borders, avoid adding fish, blood and 
bone to them as its scent attracts 
them, along with the rich, loamy soil 
which is a haven for worms. "Although 


badgers are timid creatures, light 
doesn't particularly worry them and 
they get used to other distractions 
such as scarecrows or sonic devices," 
he notes. "Noise doesn't worry them 
either. I've heard of setts being made 
under train tracks and of one instance 
where a sett was found under the 
runway of an RAF airbase." 

If you have a particular patch of 
lawn where the badgers are feeding, 
you can place a piece of chicken wire 
on the offending area, pegging it 
down strongly, and let the grass grow 
through it. It should deter the badgers, 
who don't like getting their claws 
caught in the wire mesh. 

Lawns in good condition, particularly 
if they are well drained and free of 
moss, are also less likely to suffer, the 
Trust says. 

The RHS advises replacing damaged 
turf by re-sowing with grass seed 
or laying turf in April. They add that 
improved aeration and drainage of 
a lawn will reduce the insect larvae 
burden too. Also the removal of 
moss and overhanging vegetation 
which both contribute to damp areas. 
Generally well drained and well 
aerated lawns are less attractive to 
insects as an egg laying site so less 
larvae result. 



A badger's diet consists of around 
50% worms and the rest is made up of 
leatherjackets, which are larvae of the 
cranefly, chafer grubs and other insect 
larvae, the majority of which can be 
found in lawns and short grass. 

In the vegetable patch, they love 
carrots but I've heard they don't like 
parsnips or beetroot which you can 
plant to keep them away, and some 
gardeners put out peanuts (which they 
are fond of) in the hope it will distract 
them from more precious crops. 


They will also eat bulbs, fruits and 
vegetables, and seasonal availability 
of these foods will often mean badger 
activity fluctuates with the time of 
year - my own badger problem tends 
to happen in winter and spring.With 
all this advice in mind, always seek 
advice before taking any action. 

Many badger conservation groups 
have a lot of experience in dealing 
with problems caused by badgers 
and your local group may be able to 
provide advice.

Arnie in the firing line as 
assassin targets his team

CORRUPT police officers learn they are not 
above the law in the latest action thriller from 
David Ayer, who has walked the beat before in 
Training Day and End Of Watch. 

The Illinois-born writer-director melds the 
testosterone-fuelled camaraderie and grittiness 
of his earlier films, cutting between explosive 
gun fights and unsettling scenes of videotaped 
torture. 

Arnold Schwarzenegger plays John Breacher, 
the cigar-chewing ringleader of a team of 
undercover DEA agents who infiltrate criminal 
organisations and destroy them from the inside. 
Their latest target is a drug cartel safe house, 
where team member Lizzy (Mireille Enos) has 
gathered vital intelligence about a stockpile of 
cash. 

Breacher and his bad lads - Monster (Sam 
Worthington), Sugar (Terrence Howard), Neck 
(Josh Holloway), Pyro (Max Martini), Tripod 
(Kevin Vance), Grinder (Joe Manganiello) and 
Smoke (Mark Schlegel) - use the raid as a 
smokescreen to steal $10m from the cartel. 

Unfortunately the stolen loot vanishes, leaving 
the DEA agents out of pocket and facing tough 
questions from department chief Floyd Morgan 
(Martin Donovan) and internal affairs. 

In the absence of physical proof, the team 
returns to active duty. But one by one an unseen 
adversary picks off the DEA agents and Breacher 
reluctantly accepts help from ballsy detective 
Caroline Brentwood (Olivia Williams) to identify 
the culprit. 

Like the musclebound characters, Ayer's 
picture foregoes subtlety and diplomacy, 
preferring a full-on assault of wanton violence. 
Dismemberment, disembowelment and 
evisceration abound and the director delights in 
the aftermath of ritualistic slaughter. 

Sabotage portrays Breacher and his buddies as 
loud-mouthed, obnoxious hooligans who can 
ignore their moral compasses so long as they get 
results. 

Schwarzenegger looks his age in close-up 
but still takes the lead in big set pieces while 
Williams struggles to impose herself in a woefully 
underwritten role. 

The action sequences that bookend the film are 
polar opposites in terms of plausibility. While the 
nervy DEA assault on the safe house sets pulses 


racing, the climactic showdown is a preposterous 
game of automotive duel on the streets of 
Atlanta that wouldn't look out of place in the 
forthcoming Terminator reboot. 

All that's missing is a knowing smirk to camera 


from Schwarzenegger. In this instance, we hope 
Breacher won't be back.

COMMENT 


THE sight of two-goal play-off 
semi-final hero Leon Antoine 
and Junior Dadson looking dev¬ 
astated as they sat in the dug- 
out after the 3-0 loss to Witham 
will certainly live with me a 
long time, writes ALAN SCOTT. 

Normally Antoine’s smile can 
light up a room but he was a 
picture of heartbreak and 
despair as the pair tried to work 
out how it had gone so badly 
wrong in Sunday’s play-off 
final. 

Harlow Town boss Danny 
Chapman’s words pre-match 
rang in my ears, however. 

He had warned me then that 
play-offs were a lottery, won by 
which ever team turned up on 
the day. 

His team didn’t, Witham’s did. 

End of story. 

It proved quite prophetic 
unfortunately. 

The inquisition has already 
begun but Harlow cannot beat 
themselves up about one 
match. 

Only really Danny Brown has 
survived from the team that 
was so nearly relegated from 
Ryman division one north this 
time a year ago. 

Then, after a slow start this 
season former Brighton mid¬ 
fielder James Smith was signed 
in mid-September, and he was 
followed by left-back Layne 
Eadie and central defender Josh 
Urquhart. 

These players transformed 
the team. 

Brown’s injury in January was 
a massive blow and the leader¬ 
ship skills and on-pitch nous of 
the former Leyton Orient and 
Barnet midfielder were desper¬ 
ately needed as Harlow dropped 
silly points, including the huge¬ 
ly disappointing defeat at strug¬ 
gling Waltham Forest in March. 

Momentum slipped away, as 
did Hawks’ title ambitions. 

Despite this, Harlow battled 
on and, after last week’s bril¬ 
liant play-off semi-final victory 
at bogey side Heybridge, the 
Hawks should have gone up. 

But they underestimated a 
Witham team that was set up so 
well tactically that boss Garry 
Kimble will surely be hot prop¬ 
erty now. 

I still believe had Harlow met 
VCD in the play-off final they 
would be celebrating promo¬ 
tion to the Ryman premier divi¬ 
sion now.

Harlow’s owners have 
pumped a lot of money into the 
club, and who would not want 
to play at such a fantastic 
venue?

Dadson’s case for defence 
as promotion quest dies

HAWKS winger Junior Dadson 
believes Danny Chapmen’s men 
could have won the Ryman division 
one north title if they had started the 
season with the back four that fin¬ 
ished it. 

Harlow Town were left shattered 
when they went down 3-0 at Witham 
Town as their promotion dreams were 
ended in the play-off final on Sunday, 
as they missed out on promotion to 
the Ryman premier division. 

There was a huge change in person¬ 
nel at the club during the summer, 
while in the autumn, the squad was 
further boosted by the arrival of tal¬ 
ented young centre-back Josh 
Urquhart and left-back Layne Eadie. 

Dadson, who battled in vain to try 
and turn the tide against Witham, 
said: “The side that we have had since 
October has not been the side we 
started the season off with. 

“Once we got that side together 
we’ve been quite a formidable force. I 
think if we had the back four that we 
have now, if we had that at the begin¬ 
ning of the season, we could have won 
the league. But I don’t like to be one of 
those who say ‘could have, should 
have’.” 

And Dadson is determined Harlow 
will use this experience to win pro¬ 
motion next season. 

“We hope to win the league next 
season,” he said. 

When quizzed as to why it had all 
gone so wrong in front of more than 
400 travelling Hawks fans and on the 
back of such a convincing 3-0 play-off 
semi-final success against Heybridge 
Swifts, he said: “It’s hard to sum up. 
The first 25 minutes of the first half 
was a big turning point in the game. I 
felt like, for me personally, we had 
that attacking threat, that offensive 


threat, but it just wasn’t enough. 

“The second half it felt like we spent 
most of it in their half but we couldn’t 
handle their substitutions. They came 
on and made that difference. 

“It’s a shame. I’m pretty much lost 
for words.” 

Witham had certainly done their 
homework on the Hawks, nullifying 
the threat of 52-goal Harlow striker 
Alex Read, who was left bloodied and 
battered in the first 10 minutes alone 
as the hosts’ strong display undid the 
visitors in front of 898 people. 

Harlow had done the double over 
Witham in the league, being the only 
team to beat the mid-Essex side at 
home in the Ryman division one 
north season. 

But Witham stepped up when it 
mattered and overcame the heart¬ 
ache of losing the title on the last day 
of the season to come good when it 
really mattered. 

Unfortunately for Harlow too many 
of their key players didn’t turn up. 

Nerves played a part at the start, but 


it was 20 minutes before Harlow reat- 
ed a chance. James Smith’s corner saw 
Read’s looping header land on the roof 
of the net from close range. 

Witham took the lead when a ball 
from the left found the unmarked Seb 
Murfit on the edge of the box, and he 
hammered a shot into the roof of the 
net, giving Hawks keeper Danny 
Knowles no chance. 

Witham made it 2-0 on 33 minutes. 
Kris Newby’s excellent ball from the 
right saw keeper Knowles hesitate and 
eventually stay in his six-yard box, 
giving Lee Townrow the chance to 
out-pace the Harlow defence and fire 
into the top right corner. 

The visitors went close when a Smith 
corner again caused problems for the 
home defence, but Darren Blewitt, 
clearly feeling the strain of a knee 
injury, failed to connect with this 
from close range. 

A goal at this stage would have given 
the Hawks some hope for the second 
half. 

A possible game changer came when 


a foul by Paul King, booked earlier, on 
James Smith, saw the referee produce 
a second yellow and send off the 
Witham skipper around the hour 
mark. 

From the ensuing free-kick, Blewitt’s 
header was pushed around a post by 
the scrambling Witham keeper 
Martyn Guest. 

With nine minutes left Harlow sub 
George Smith’s centre was met by his 
brother but Guest produced a spec¬ 
tacular diving save, and that was 
about it for Harlow as they failed to 
take advantage of the extra man.

Duo are county cream at 
multi-event championship 



NAOMI Harryman and Will Marklew 
returned with gold medals from the 
Essex County Multi-Events 
Championships. 

The Harlow Athletic Club duo 
respectively won the junior women 
and junior men’s combined events 
competition held at Woodford. 

Harryman further increased her 
own heptathlon club record by 
reaching 4,451 points, collecting sev¬ 
eral personal bests (PBs) in the pro¬ 
cess. 

Day one began in blustery condi¬ 
tions so running 12.15s in the hur¬ 
dles was a solid start. 

The high jump was next and all 
competitors were hampered by wind 
and rain, but she still jumped 1.59m 
to win the event. 

She ended the first day with two 
PBs in the shot put (10.35m) and 
200m (26.28m) to lead the competi¬ 
tion overnight. 

Day two began with the long jump 
and with her final jump hit 5.42m, 
just a fraction away from her existing 
PB, jumping into a headwind. 

She set a new PB (22.91m) in the 
javelin with the new heavier specifi¬ 
cation implement. 

All of which meant she was in first 
place going into the 800m, which she 
completed in a time of 2:37.38, look¬ 
ing comfortable as she did so. 

Her points tally meant that she had 
won the open event by 923 points 
and the Essex competition by a mas¬ 
sive 1,215 points. 

Marklew was making his first 


appearance in a multi-event compe¬ 
tition and so was delighted to finish 
first in the junior men octathlon. 

The first hurdle was the most diffi¬ 
cult, literally, as he had had little 
chance to practise this event; the 
hurdles were safely negotiated in a 
modest time of 18.24s that meant he 
was safely away 

He then jumped a very decent 
5.74m in the long jump and threw an 


excellent 12.17m in the shot put. 

Day one ended for him with the 
400m which he ran in 57.3s and 
gained a total of 2,038 points. 

Day two began with a very strong 
event for him, the high jump. 

He jumped 1.77m in difficult, wet 
conditions. 

Discus came next and he threw 
33.4m amassing a further 600 points 
in the process. 


In perhaps his favourite event, jave¬ 
lin, he threw 46.87m which into a 
strong breeze was solid throwing 
indeed. 

Somehow, after seven events and 
two days of gruelling competition, he 
conjured up the strength to run the 
1,500m in 4:55.59 to end with a grand 
total of 4,297 points to win the com¬ 
petition. 

“It was a great weekend and achiev¬ 
ing six personal bests was a real 
highlight, especially in so many dis¬ 
ciplines for which I haven’t really 
trained,” said the young athlete. 

“Competing alongside some of the 
best decathletes in the UK was a real 
inspiration for me and I am really 
excited about making it through to 
the next round. However, I need to 
focus on my forthcoming GCSEs 
first.” 

HAC coach Steve Lott said: “This 
was a very good weekend for two tal¬ 
ented athletes and the club as a 
whole. 

“I’m running out of superlatives for 
Naomi and her performances and I 
was delighted for Will and his perfor¬ 
mances, six PBs and I think he can 
only get better in some events!” 

He added: “I appreciate it’s early in 
the season and many areas have yet 
to hold their championships but 
both athletes are currently ranked as 
the UK’s number one for their respec¬ 
tive multi-event. 

“There’s a good atmosphere within 
the club and each success only serves 
to spur the other athletes on.”

Hawks assistant boss fears player exodus after play-off heartache

ASSISTANT boss Paul West-Hook 
fears Hawks will not be able to 
hang on to their talented stars 
after their shattering play-off 
final defeat to Witham Town on 
Sunday. 

More than 400 Harlow Town 
fans travelled to mid-Essex, but 
Witham triumphed 3-0 and now 
go up to the Ryman premier divi¬ 
sion. 

West-Hook believes Harlow 
could win the Ryman division 
one north title next season, but 
knows the club faces a struggle to 
keep the likes of record-breaking 
52-goal top scorer Alex Read, plus 
former Brighton star midfielder 
James Smith, left-back Layne 
Eadie and centre-half Josh 
Urquhart. 

West-Hook said: “The thing is 
can we keep the players? 
Needham are going to be there, 
Heybridge are going to be there 
[in Ryman division one north 
next season]. 

“We have learnt a lot from this 
season. It’s not going to be the end 
of the world us losing. 

“If we can keep the players then 
we stand a good chance [of win¬ 
ning the title], but you want to 
keep the nucleus here. 

“If you do that, and you can add 
to it. We’ve got players who want 
to come to us, we’ve got the facili¬ 
ties haven’t we? It’s a nice place to 
be. 

“I just hope this is the founda¬ 
tion for us and next season we can 
look at pushing on. You’ve got the 
depth of the youngsters coming 
through. We’ve over achieved this 
year maybe. 

“lust remember where we were 
last season, we were in all sorts of 
problems and only just managed 
to stay in Ryman one. 

“To come back and be in the 
play-off final, you have got to take 


your hat off to our players as well. 
It’s just a learning curve. It’s been 
hard.” 

Goals from Seb Murfet, Lee 
Townrow and Shami Pedulu 
secured a comfortable win for 
Garry Kimble’s men, as they 
played out the last half hour with 
10 men but were rarely troubled 
by a lethargic Hawks. 

West-Hook: “They [Witham] 
totally deserved it. They had that 
desire, even in the last seconds of 
the game. 

“They put a ball far left corner, 
and their eight was in his own 
half and he’s gone to close that 
down. That was the attitude they 
had from the start. 

“They had a game plan, they 
stuck to it. Full marks to them. 

“We were slow to start off with. 


We wanted that extra touch all 
the time, instead of playing our 
game. 

“We played that game the way 
they wanted us to play it. 
Sometimes you have to get back 
on your own game plan, but we 
found it difficult today.” 

West-Hook admitted his side 
lacked the tempo, energy and 
spirit they showed against Swifts 
in the play-off semi-final. 

“They might have had someone 
over at that game. They stopped 
every single player today,” said 
West-Hook. 

“You have got Alex Read covered 
in blood in the first 10 minutes. 
They knew what they were doing. 
You have to stop Alex from play¬ 
ing. The boys weren’t really in the 
game. 


“When they went down to 10 
men they put everyone on the 
18-yard line, and we’re trying to 
play down the middle?” said the 
bewildered Hawks assistant boss. 

“Instead of getting it wide and 
putting the crosses in, we didn’t 
do what we should have done. But 
you can’t take anything away 
from them. They were top drawer. 

“They should have gone up 
automatically. But to come back 
from the draw at Cheshunt [which 
lost them the title] and then win 
against Needham, and then come 
here - they deserved it.”
